Lief Erickson, attorney general, 
today said that, because of recent 
developments that have occurred In 
the Young Republican Club (YRC), 
its recognition has been removed by 
his office with the consent of Dean 
of Students Harry Day. 

Tbe office of die attorney general 
is autborlzed to refuse temporary 
cvcognttlon of a group if it deems 
tt necessary. Erickson ex p lained . 

Day said that "if there was con- 
fusion as to tbe stems of an or- 
ganization, recognition ml|^ be re- 
fused. Sudi confusion arises when 
the faculty advisors and the students 
themselves disagree as to die pur- 
poses of tbe orguilzation." 

Day said that evldeice of such dual 
purpose is found in tbe present 
YRC situation.

YRC faculty advisor, has 
expressed concern on this matter 
and he hopes that the Young Re- 
publicans can Improve their pres- 
ent status by creating interestwith- 
In the present membership. 

Recently, Tom Sisco, president of 
die YRC, came to Erickson's off- 
ice to "bring his membership files 
If) to date," die attorney general 
said. According to Erickson. Sisco 



crossed the original members from 
an outdated list and added a new list. 

The new list Included members 
who were reportedly prevlqiuly af- 
filiated with the Students foraDnn- 

ocratlc Society and die Young 
People's Socialist League, said 
Erickson. 

At press time Sisco was not-svall- 
able for comment. 

Investigation first began when Keith 
Wheeler, temporary head of tbe new 
YRC, came to the attorney g«ieral*S 
office to complain that the YRC 
was not backed b> the Florida Fed- 
eration of Young Republicans 
(FFYR). 

"Wheeler Is acting on the behalf 
of the FFYR to attempt to re- 
establish the club's standing at FSU. 
1 am sure that you are equally con- 
cerned over this matter and I trust 
that the Young Republicans will 
meet the requirements to once again 
play a vital role In our organizational 
structure," said Erickson in a letter 
to Day.

Debate 

In a move guaranteed to take the campaign out of the 
"gosh-doesn't he-tove-a-cute-cowlick" realm, student 
bocfy presidential candidates Rick Fritz. Student Party, 
and Larrj' Gonzalez, University Party, will take part 
in a meet-the-press inquisition over WTAL radio 
tomorrow night. 

Deprived of their toothy smiles and cricketeer suits 
because of the limitations—or advantages—of the wire- 
less, the two candidates will have to trust to their 
forensic agility, platform ideas and native intelligence. 

This undoubtedly will be close to being a novel 
experience for the presidential aspirants as well as for 
the electorate and one which all students should be very 
interested in since they'll get a chance to assay the 
worth of the candidates' governmental concepts and 
platform promises. 

Wisely avoiding the pseudo- debate format of the 
Kennedy-Nixon performances, the program will be of 
the meet-the-press format where the candidates will 
be asked questions by a panel of "Flambeau" and WTAL 
newsmen. 

Such an arrangement should give the program more 
relevance to specific issues of current interest to the 
student body than a program of six-minute speectes on 
a candidate's pet project. 

In addition to this panel of inquisitors, the candidates 
will have to contend with phoned-in questions from the 
listening audience. This way no issue should be left 
imdiscussed or artfully avoided by the hopefuls. 

This forum presentation is unique in recent FSU 
political history and, if as effective as it could be, 
could play a significant part in the election. 

Rather than facing a small special interest group 
as the candidates have been doing in their tours of 
dorms and scholarship houses, Gonzalez and Fritz 
will be exposed immediately to an informed panel with 
University- wide interests, and secondarily to the entire 
campus via telephone. 

This exposure should do much to reveal any shallow- 
ness of thought or lack of a fundamental understanding 
about Stuctent Government which might infect either 
candidate. 

On the other hand, an effective performance imder 
close scrutiny would do much to enhance the candidate's 

stature as a presidential possibility. 

In either case the meeting will perform a worthwhile 
service for the student body.

Football' super-stars and AIl- 
Americans like Steve Tensl and Fred 
Blletnlkoff come t" schools like 
FSU as a result of hard recruiting 
by the coaching staff and money f ronn 
the school and from private sources. 

The majority uf FSU's money from 
sources other than the school comes 
through the Seminole Booster organ- 
ization which is administered by the 
Office of Alumni Affairs. 

According to T. A. Walts, director 
of alumni affairsfor FSU, "the Sem- 
inole Booster Club Is an organization 
of alumni and friends of FSU who 
contribute money to provide finan- 
cial support for the atUetfc pro- 
grams at this school. 

"Almost the entire amount goes 
toward helping Head Football Coach 
Bill Peterson's recruiting of top 
prep foocball talent from everywhere 
in the US," Walts added. 

However, this money should not be 
confused with that provided by the 
school for the prospective student's 
grant-in-aid or the salary of the 
recruiters.

Walts said, "the money is admin- 
istered in strict accordance with 
NCAA standards. The NCAA regula- 
tions permit one visit to the campus 
by each prospective athlete, who 
may be accompanied by his pemts 
if the situation requires it. 

"In addition to the student's visit 
to FSU, the funds cover some of the 
recniiters* ejqpenses which are not 
covered by die school money. In meat 
of these cases, the booster funds 
are the only ones which can be 
legally used." 

Since its beginning in 1952. the 
Seminole Booster organization has 

grown from 65 active members to 
the present 1,400. Correspondingly, 
the donations have increased from 
$400, an average uf atiout six dollars 
each in 1952, to $45,000, an average 
of over $32 each, in 1965. 

According to Walts, "this amount 
indicates a significant Increase In 
both money for and Interest in the 
athletic programs here at FSU." 

Membership in the Seminole Boos- 
ters is open to anyone who is In- 
terested in the advancement of foot- 
ball at FSU. To remain an active 
member of the organization a dona- 
tion each year of $15 is required 
for individuals and $30 for business 
concerns. "Of course," quipped 
Walts, "larger donetlonsir&alwqrs 
welcomed." 

Often In recent years studenu have 
not been aware that they, too, are 
eligible to Join the boosters. Infect, 
a membership by a student or his 
parents could prove beneficial, es- 
pecially for Homecoming and the U 
of F game, Walts said. 

Among the privileges that a booster 
gets are priority on all football 
tickets and preferential parkli^ at 
the stadium. Also, a short time 
after each game motion ptctures 
of the game become avalUble for 
groups belonging to the booster 
organization.

Student Senate finally passed the 
long-debated bill admitting graduate 
students into Student Government 
elective positions yesterday during 
the weekly meeting in Moore Audit- 
orium.

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Historic Step Reader Says Today Day For Ac 



student Senate took both a historic and a long overdue 
step in the right direction last night with the passage of 
a measure designed to allow the president of the student 
body and all other SG offices to be filled by either 
undergraduate or graduate students. 

The measure, introduced by Sens. Rick Bennet and 
Skip Gunn, and spearheaded to victory by Vice President 
Larry Gonzalez and members of all political sides, has 
headed off a possible volcanic issue that potentially 
could have rocked the campus with .open revolt. 

Many other campuses have faced this same decision 
and many have fallen victim to "porkchop"-type action 
on the part of the undergraduate members of the student 
body to retain the reins of government for all in the 
hands of a few. 

In situations like this, many colleges anduniversities 
have been faced with the deplorable conditii^n where 
graduate students, together with a few dissident under- 
graduates, have resorted to extreme measures in order 
to obtain desired goals. 

All this happens because normal means of communi- 
cation have been closed to them. 

Fortunately the legislative andthe executive branches 
of the FSU Student Government have realized the issue 
and have moved to correct it in time. 

Credit must go to Student Body President Jim Groot 
for setting in motion the wheels of legislative progress 
and his shepherding of the bill past some major obsta- 
cles. Both parties must also be commended, as each 
major faction has actively campaigned in favor of this 
and related issues. 

The bill now must be voted upon by the entire student 
body in Tuesday's election as the bill will necessitate 
a chai^ in the Student Body Constitution. 

It is certainly in the interests of the entire University 
community that the student voters adopt this measure as 
a part of the Constitution.

The Techmen. who are probably the quickest team 
to have visited TuUy Gym this year (including the 
Panama Nationals), challenged the Tribe with a game- 
long full court press and the Seminoles responded 
extremely well. 

Guards Jim Lyttle, Barrel Stewart and Brian Murphy 
slipped through the Tech defenders almost at will, as 
the Yellow Jackets were thwarted in their attempt to 
force FSU floor mistakes.

Along the same line, senate stamp- 
ed an "okay* on the controversial 
bill allowing graduate students the 
right to run for SG elective posts. 
Voter registration received revi- 
sion and acceptance by the senate 
also. Under the new plan, a stu- 
dent can be Identified at the polls 
and approved within a few moments, 
after wtilch he can vote at any one 
of the eight permanent polls on 
campus and In Alumni Village. 
Two of the polls, at Kellum Hall 
and Alumni Village, were recently 
created by the elections Cjde re- 
vision, a resolution which recom- 
mended the adoptl'.n , f new policies 
governing campus elections. 
The "project" which will protiab- 
ly affect the FSU student body more 
than any other program of 1965-^^, 
is Che Judicial system revision, 
recently compiled and completed by 
Asst. Attorney General Ron GoUer. 
If the analysis and suggestions of 
the report are followed, the ambigu- 
ousness of the language of existing 
rules and regulations will be over- 
hauled, die courts will be strength- 
oied Old broadened, the methods of 
adherence to court procedure will 
be changed aiut the codification of 
all ^dlclal information will be prin- 
ted. 

In short, it will guarantee civil 
liberties and rigbts, due process of 
the law and establish an cCficlent 
way of dealing with the functions 
of a court. 



Presently the court revision Is un- 
der consideration' by special SG 
committees, from which it will go 
to senate for possible adoption. 

Although the 't]root Society" has 
accomplished these programs, sev- 
eral planks of Groot's platfonn went 
unphmked, or ela* tbey failed to 
pllnk.

Rick Fritz, the acknowledged 
underdog, is seeking the presidency 
with promises of a new era through 
Student Fany's hard tries. 

In what seems to be more of an 
attempt to publish the first 11 -page 
platform in StudentGovemmenthis- 
tory than to confine himself to a 
frank presentation of ideas, Fritz 
promises so much that the fulfill- 
ment of all the proposals Is hard to 
comprehend. 

Although Fritz seems tohavesome 
grasp of what Sudent Government 
can do, this understanding of SG 
operation Is evident more In Fritz' 
explications In debates and speeches 
than in his platform literature. 

Fritz has dared Smdent Govern- 
ment to enter fbMses of FSU which 



SG has only heretofore peeped at, 
yet his concepts of "how" are still 
in infancy and need further thought 
and organization before actual work 
can begin. 
The lobby bureau as a standing 
element at FSU Is a proposal which 
could result in much good for the 
University community if continued 
efforts are made in the right manner. 
Whether or not Fritz' suggestions 
about specific items to lobby for 
(Journalism school, an objects and 
paintings, etc.) are wort^, many 
benefits could be reaped from dils 
practice. 

Fritz* conc^ of a Joint student 
faculty congress could be a solution 
to the problem of lack of communica- 
tion and understanding between the 
faculty and students. Through this 
media, changes in curriculum, rules 
and general University policies 
could be resolved by representatives 
from both sides of the picture. 

Fritz has also promised many pro- 
grams of a continuing nature; that is, 
similar to programs which have been 
active at FSU during some past time, 
but have failed for some reasim.

Backed by a coalliion of parties, 
Gonzalez has produced a platform 
of mainly minor planks, most of 
which can be and should be per- 
formed as routine, daily activities 
in Student Govenunent. However, 
he does have three *new"and plat- 
form-worthy Ideas. 

One of the more outstanding planks 
in Gonzalez' campaign includes a 
"business bureau" for bettering 
relations between students andlocal 
businesses. The fulfillment of this 
proposal could lead to the success- 
ful Initiation of a student discoimt 
day, another plank which has met 
with failure before. 

The "progressive steps to improve 
faculty -student relations" through a 
student-faculty committee has much 
potential as a means to accomplish 
many needed changes demanded by 
the students. 

However, the terms in which this 
suggestion is presented are so vague 
that it would seem that it was added 
to the platform only to placate cer- 
tain vociferous elements on campus. 

Gonzalez hit on an issue of much 



impon by asking for the provision 
of a bonding service for utilities 
for the benefit of off-campus stu- 
dents. Such a project, if handled by 
Student Government, could save 
many headaches for off-canqjus stu- 
dents In apartments.

f'lanks such as the students legis- 
lative congress are much like 
SAHHf-: (Students Assoc. for the 
Fronn tl .n jf Higher Education), a 
Statewide i^rganlzati^n which died 
last year. 

As for money, Fritz has pledged 
himself to supply more funds t'- 
the scholarship houses, for men's 
social dorm activities, to athletics, 
to laundering facilities in Alumni 
Village, for bus stops on campus 
and accompanying maps and sever- 
al other points iDvol>^ monetary 
Commitment, 

With only a minor increase in 
student enrollment expected next 
year, the budget financed by Student 
Senate will remain almost the same, 
casting doubt on Frtcz' ability 
to deliver the money. 

Otiier articles of interest include 
the weight room Improvement, a 
detail repeatedly brought up 
throughout the platform. Repetition 
of this and parking problems add 
considerable padding to a platform 
which overpowers by bulk If not by 
weight of Ideas. 

Like Gonzalez, Fritz has promised 
to carrv' out several programs which 
have already been started or will 
be finished l y the end of ihi<: tri- 
mester. Adequate sidewalk facili- 
ties have been or are :->eing pro- 
vided, by the business manager's 
office along with temporary walk 
ways around construction areas. 

In general, Fritz seems to pres- 
ent an overly broad platform of 
Just-forming ideas — albeit good 
ideas — which reflect an awakening 
Interest in the full potential of Stu- 
dent Government. Unfortunately his 
interest in substituting bulk for 
thought leads Fritz Into the trap of 
issuing meanli^tless promises.

45 feet. Its roof sweeps upward at 
the edge and imdemeath the eaves 
are extensive slatted openings to 
let out the fumes, heat and smoke. 

Holschuh and a handful of smdents 
built the shelter, over what used to 
be a grease pit just north of tbe 
Seminole Dininig Hall Bldg. 

The sculptor calls the method of 
casting he uses "open casting". 
He said tliat so far as he knows it 
has never beea used anywhere in 
the world. 

In "op&a. casting", he sakl, the 
cust(»naiy type mold is replaced by 
a negative model made at wood or 
synthetic sand (silica mixed with a 
synthetic binder and other combin- 
ations). 

A crucible filled with brass, bronze 
or aluminum, white hot from the 
2,500 degrees generated in tbeflre- 
brick lined ovens set deep down in 

a pit, Is lifted with a hand hoist 
and the m jlten metal poured dir- 
ectly into the open mold. 

After the metal cools, the form 
is turned over and the synthetic sand 
mold broken off with a crowbar and 
wooden hammer. The synthetic sand 
mold gives a very accurate inscrip- 
tl n >f the sculjKor's model, Hol- 
schuh said. 

An air compressor is used to clean 
down the sculpture and acids are 
applied to revive tlie surface, he 
continued. 

A w.jod mold was used to produce 
the fjrst sculpture that came from 
the new art foundry. The advantages 
of the building design became evi- 
dent, Holschuh said, as smoke rap- 
idly escaped the room while the 
molten metal scorched the wood. 

Fed by natural gas and big blowers, 
the huge pot-shaped ovens can melt 
a 300 lb. bat^h of bronze in 42 min- 
utes. In the future Holschuh said he 
anticipates being able to cast a six 
foot figure in L^ronze. 

Bronze casting depends on team 
wort., H Ischuh said, and therefore 
he plans to keep the classes small. 
At present only advanced art 
students are being taught metal cast- 
ing but Holschuh said later n he 
plans to include beginning students. 

Traditional methods of metal cast- 
ing such as the "lost wax" process 
win also be taught In the art foundry, 
Holschuh recently made a 10-week 
study of European foundries, some of 
wlilch are using metliods similar to 
those used by tiie ancient Greeks. 

Metal castii^ daces back to 3,000 
B.C. when the Egyptians interred 
small bronze idols In their tombs, he 
said. 

Holschuh said he found Jiat some 
foundries In Italy andDemnarkwere 
using methods similar to tbbseused 
by tbe Greeks as far back as tbe 
seventh cenmry B.C. Many of tlie 
foundries were family enteiprises 
with skills being passed down from 
f atlier to son.

The Memphis State Tigers avenged" 
an earlier loss to the FSU Tribe 
Saturday night In Memphis, Tenn., 
as they defeated the Seminoles 81-

The Seminole cagers go after the 
WoU^ack of Loyola tonight at 8:45 
p.m. in New Orleans as the Tribe 
hopes to improve a 1-6 record on 
the road. 

FSU won a game against the 'Pack 
Jan. 10, 73-53. In Tallahassee, but 
Loyola will have the advantage of 
the home court tonight in the Loyola 
field house. 

The clash will be the 21st meeting 
of the two squads, and the Wol^ack 
enjoys a 12-8 lead In the series. 

Don Kalinowski, 6-4, is the only 
two-year man on the Wolfpack squad. 
His coaches have said that his re- 
bounding could be the key to the 
team's success this season. Aver- 
aging 14.5 points per game last 
year, his specialty is a long outside 
jump shot. 

Barry Geraghty at 6-5 Is an agg- 
ressive ball handler and a good man 
on defense. Although he only aver- 
aged 7.7 points per game last year, 
he hit on 46 .percent of his shots. 
Whether or not he maintains that 
average tonight could be a deciding 
factor in the game with FSU. 

FSU Coach Bud Kennedy will pro- 
bably continue to shuffle his off- 
ense against the Wolfpack. He has 
been using a low post attack for the 
greater part of the season, but went 
back to the shuffle against Georgia 
Tech last Monday. 

TTie Tribe looked good against 
Tech, and Kennedy said he was 
satisfied with the squad's play. 

The game will be carried on W TNT 
(1270) radio with coverage begin- 
ning at 8:40 p.m. local time.

Gary Schull paced the Tribe In the 
first period with nine points, scor- 
ing the first six points for the 
Seminoles by himself. 

FSU mentor Bud Kennedy used a 
shuffle. during most of the game, and 
seemed to catcti the TlgerS off 
guard during the first half. 

The turning point in the game came 
midway in the second half. With 
the score 51-51, Memphis' Jack 
Romp and Jim Hawkins hit 16 
straight points. At the end of the 
spree FSU was down 67-59. a blow 
from which the Seminoles seemingly 
were not able to recover. 

After the game Kenned\ said, "An- 
other Imponant point in the game 
came with two minutes left in the 
first half when the ball was frozen." 

With 1:22 left In the half the Semi- 
noles began to play for one shot, 
content to take a slim lead into the 
locker room. A stolen ball and a 
pair of free throws by the Tigers 
foiled the Tribe hopes as the half 
ended with die Seminoles down by 
two points Instead of on tap by four. 

The teams were evenly matched on 
the floor. MSU hit 28 shots from the 
field and the Tribe hit on 26 attempts. 

The difference In the game came at 
the charity line. The Tigers had 55 
chances from the line and capitalized 
on 25 of them. FSU hit on 14 of 22 
attempts. 

MSU's star guard Mike Butler was 
held to a minimam number of points 
by sorhorTi';re guards Darrel Stewart 
and Brian Murphy. Butler, who has 
been averaging 20.7 points pergame, 
was held to 16, 12 of them from the 
the free throw line. 

"Our guards did a magnificent job 
on Butler," Kenned\ said. 

"By the same token MSU did a great 
job on Schull," Kennedy continued. 
"During the second half they were all 
over him as if J.e .vere Wilt 
Chamberlain. Cor.sequer:tl> , he was 
not able to get free at all, and could 
onlv score one point in the second 
half." 

Schull, although not quite up to par 
on offense, was above average on de- 
fense, pulling down 14 rebounds and 
guarding Romp well.

Polling Places Announced 



Commissioner of Elections Ted 
Hanes announced that eight polls 
will be open for voters today. 

The polls are located at Alumni 
Village recreation hadl. Smith Hall, 
Kellum Hall, the Union, the library, 
Bryan Hall, Seminole cafeteria and 
Westcott and will operate from 9 
a.m. to 5:30 p.m. 

In outlining the voting procedure 
Hanes said, "The voter must go to 
a poll worker and present his per- 
manent ID card and his green regis- 
tration card. Once the poll worker 
has checked to see if the back of the 
green card has been properly filled 
uu:, matched the numbers of the two 



cards and. identified the voter by 
the picture on his ID. the voter may 
move on to the next post with a 
pundied, validated registration 
card, marted with the voter's pre- 
cinct and classification.

At the close of last year's football season FSU Head 
Coach Bill Peterson commented, "... we (the coaching 
sta^ are going back to the salt mines and make some 

changes." 

In the past several weeks a few changes have taken 
place, but we are sure th^ are not the kind that Peter- 
son had in mind in November. 

This weekend's announcement of Don James' accept- 
ance of a position as assistant coach at Michigan is the 
third loss for the Seminole coaching staff since the fall. 

Freshman Coach William Procter was recently ele- 
vated to the Dean of Men's Office where he will be an 
assistant to Dean Donald Loucks. A week ago Asst. 
Coach Bobby Bowden announced that he will accept a 
job at West Virginia. 

We can see nothing wrong with a man trying to better 
himself by moving on to better positions and are glad that 
the Seminole coaching staff is looked upon as worthy of 
consideration by other schools. However, if the Tribe 
wants to go on rising in national football prestige it is 
goii^ to have to be able to acquire and keep a good 
coaching staff. 

Peterson is considered by many coaches around the 
country as a fine producer of assistant coaches and 
during his reign at FSU he has always managed to have 
an outstanding group working under him. 

It only stands to reason, however, that if he is to be 
able to devote his full talents to developing a first class 
football team, he is going to have to keep his coaching 
staff intact. 

The Seminoles provide fine working conditions for all 
their coaches, but one thing is missii^ — money. This is 
resulting in one of the motivations for a coach to accept 
the jobs with other schools. 

By simple logic, it stands to reason that the Seminoles 
will not be able to have a team with coaches on a par with 
Alabama, Nebraska, Texas and Notre Dame if thev con- 
tinue to pay on a mediocre scale as they now do. 

We realize-that money does not come easily, but until 
it does come to FSU the Seminoles will be severely 
handicapped in their struggle from mediocrity.

Seen at P'SU". 

Among the various comments by a number of FSU 
administrators, faculty and staff was a quote from Dean 
of \\'omen Katharine Warren which said "'I'd be an 
ostrich with my head in the sand,' she said the other 
day. 'if I didn't admit that girls have more pre-marital 
sex relations.' " 

It was several years ago Dean Warren began to realize 

" 'things were changing.' " 

Apparently in an attempt to get more facts, the dean of 
women invited seven speakers to present a program on 
the subject to her staff. 

At the end of this series she said " 'You know, I still 
was in doubt.' " 

As a last resort she talked to the students, " 'So Dean 
Warren invited two student leaders to come and talk 
frankly with the deans and the counselors about sex and 
sex practices on campus.' " 

These two student leaders finally convinced her. 

Some new ideas emerged from this conference. 
" 'They have their own code,' she said. 'They're not just 
being immoral.' " 

Naturally, we realize everyone is interested in sex, 
but we question \»^y an administrator at a university 
should be interested in student morality in an official 
capacity. 

The answer is obvious. 

Even though administrators vehemently deny that the 
University attempts to force its students into conformity 
with more established patterns, nothing could be further 
from the truth. 

The actions of the entire division of student affairs 
consistently attest to the faft that the deans would like 
nothing better than to be able to turn the entire student 
bocfy into a living example of middle class morality. 

From the esoteric dorm rules to the "Pow Wow", 
the statements of the deans and the deans' lieutenants 
show a constant desire to regulate the private actions 
of the students of this University. 

As much as the administration would like to have the 
student body believe that it is acting in the "best 
interest" of the students — as though it had some divine 
revelation as to what the "best interest" is — its deeds 
belie this seemingly tolerant and benevolent attitude. 

Students may have their own "code", and the division 
of student affairs may know this and realize that they're 
not "being immoral", but just try to practice it. 

You can bet they will treat you as though you were.

"The Sound of Music" traces the 
adventures of an Austria:: girl from 
a convent to a home with a wealthy 
family. Maria, played by Julie An- 
drews, is studying to become a nun. 
Yet her adventurous spirit rebels 
against the disciplined religious 
order. Encouraged by the Mother 
Abbess, she leaves the convent to 
examine her feelings about life. 
Maria finds a position as governess 
to a naval officer's children. 

The officer is the wealthy Capt. 
Von Trapp, depicted by Christopher 
Plummer. He Is a cold, embittered 
widower who runs a strictly regi- 
mented household. His children are 
treated more like soldiers tha : 
human beings. In turn, the children 
are antagonistic to their governess. 

Maria, however, understands their 



need for love and freedom. While 
\on Trapp is away, she teaches 
them to play and sing together. When 
the captain returns, the children 
entertain him with a puppet and 
music. Somehow, when the children 
sing all the coldness in their home 
melts away. They are simply young 
people, enjoying the sound of music 
and each other. 

Other ifnportant characters in the 
movie include a charming baroness 
and an ambitious, but amusing pro- 
moter. The baroness pursues Von 
Trapp for a while, but eventually 
i-elents, realizing that the captain 
loves Maria. Hearing the children 
sir:g, the promoter wants to enter 
them in the Salzburg Festival. At 
first the captain refuses, but later 
agrees at Maria's urging.

Dickinson Refutes 'Statements' 



Defending her campaign integrity,

My donn chairman didtiiatforme," 
Miss Dickinson said. 



"The only thing different about my 
meetings with the girls and my op- 
ponents was that I could have the 
meetings where the girls could come 

in pajamas. 

"But then, this wasn't a real big 
advantage since Nelsen could do the 
same thing in the men's dorms where 
I could not go. The only real differ- 
ence between our campaign in the 
dorms was that I'm a girl and he is 
a boy," she said. 

"The whole idea of my misusing 
my position Is silly. 1 value it too 
much to do anything like that. 
Through it I've gained a great oppor- 
tunity for service and pers onal sat- 
isfaction," said Miss Dickinson. 

"I value my job as dorm president 
more than anyrhing else I've ever 
done; i just d'jr.'t take It lightly 
enough to think about misusing It," 
she concluded.

The Script 



It's over now, and in retrospect the election went off 
according to the script. While iit's.an exciting possibility 
that the underdog can pull off an upset, it seldom 
happens — and that's why he is an underdog. Still, this 
election did have its novel aspects. 

Most noticeable was the voter turn-out. Despite the 
campaign being reasonably calm and with no exception- 
ally (fynamic candidates, in contrast to last year's race, 
the total vote was well over 6.000. 

Unusual, too, was the large number of write-in ballots 
despite a clumsy and confusing method of recording 
these votes. Almost one third of the total votes cast 
was from write-ins. 

That there would be a substantial write-in vote was 
expected, particularly because of the out-of-the-or- 
dinary circumstances surrounding Mary Parker's write- 
in campaign. However, few people expected her cam- 
paign to bring this kind of massive write-in. 

Such a huge response by the student body to the smooth 
and unexciting campaign should be veiy encouraging to 
Student Government leaders as it seems to indicate a 
growir^ confidence in Student Government by the student 
body: something which SG has painfully lacked in the 
past. 

Even the defeated Student Party had some satisfying 
things happen for it, in spite of losing the presidential 
race. 

SP did win the vice presidential spot and forced a 
run-off election for the men's vice presidency and 
possibly one for the women's vice presidency. This is 
far better than it did last year when the University 
Party made a clean sweep of all executive positions. 

For the infant new party, though, nothir^ happened 
right. The best showing it made was a distant second 
in the vice presidential race with its coalition candidate. 

When New Party ran on its own — in the men's and 
women's vice presidential races — it was soundly 
beaten, taking on the averi^e around 15 percent of the 
total vote. 

While NP might like to share a little of the victory 
champagne for its affiliation with presidential winner 

Larry Gonzalez, this could only bring hollow happiness 
as Gonzalez ran and won on his own, seldom acknow- 
ledging his NP association. 

Very possibly the campus, as one NP member said 
the morning after, is not ready for a third party yet. 
One never knows, though, and it just might be worth it 
to make a secondtry in the spring class officer election.

This article will discuss Vietnam 
from 1946 to 195^. Students and fac- 
ulty wishing to check sources of 
Statements are referred to 1) Fitz- 
gerald: "The Birth of Communist 
China".

"North Vietnam Today". 1962. 

After France failed In her attempts 
to subordinate the government of the 
Vietnamese nationalists under Ho 
Chi MInh. she militarily attacked 
Vietnamese positions, thus starting 
the first Indo-Chinese war which 
ended at DIen Blai Phu in an over- 
whelming victory for the Vietnamese 
people. The fact that Ho Chi MInh 
was a communist permitted many 
Western diplomats to assert that he 
was a Russian or Chinese piqipet - 
thus allowing pro-colonlal senti- 
menis to disguise themselves in 
anti-communist jargon. 

In 1946 no Russian troops were 
deployed within 1,000 miles of Indo- 
China. As for China, Fitzgerald 
writes, "The Chinese Communists 
were then (1946) still in the north 
of China, more thai; 1.000 miles 
from Indo-China, and in no way re- 
sponsible for events in that couii- 

tn." 

In the ;.egi:.:,ing this Struggle was, 
therefore, primarih one between the 
Vietnamese people -- who sought 
to run their own countr> and the 
French — who sought to run it for 
them. 

By 1950 it was ohvlous that the 
French could not .vi:, :hc war with- 
out outside help, t he US eventually 
picked up 80 percent of the tab for 
France's war. He who pays the piper 
calls the tune. Hall wrltet, "Now 
France was to receive more and 
more American aid to continue the 
struggle, and Indo-China to ijeoome 
a vital outpost In the strategy of the 
Pentagon. Thus the general direction 
of policy slipped out of French 
hands into those of the State Dept. 
at Washington."

FSU publicity in the last few days has not been all 
favorable in the sports world, and the main gripe 
seems to be centered around the announcements of 
recent resignations by Seminole football coaches. 

One of the State papers is especially antagonistic 
about the handling of releases such as the resignings 
of coaches and the signings of high school players 
to FSU grant-in-aids. 

In a story earlier this week the "Tampa Tribune" 
labeled the FSU athletic dept. as "bush league" ^en 
it came to handling sports releases. 

This accusation comes as a surprise to us and we 
are sure, to many people associated with FSU's fine 
sports publicity dept. which has drawn raves from 
every corner of the State and across the nation. 

The problem doesn't seem to lie in Bill Bunicer's 
information office, however, but over at Campbell 
Stadium where the football coaches themselves have 
been releasing these stories to the press. 

Although on the surface it may seem that this 
procedure is proper, we cannot agree. The football 
office does not have access to the press medig as 
readily as does the sports information office. 

We would not go so far as to label the athletic 
dept. "bush" but we do sympathize with the "Tri- 
bune" and other State papers who don't find out 
about these stories until they read about them in 
their competitors* pages. 

Good public relations and image depend, in a large 
part, on timely and well -handled press releases. 
Bunker and his staff have done a more-than-adequate 
job in this department. The varsity coaches, football 
included, should do their best to cooperate and work 
with and through him to build this image, not destroy 
it by working independently.

Asst. Counselor of Smith Hall Bob 
Levy denied using his position as 
a campus employee to further the 
position of Bruce Murray, Student 
Party candidate for men's vice pres- 
ident, today. 
In answer to charges from several 
Smith Hall residents, Levy admitted 
that he called a floor meeting in 
Smith the other night and that he 
Included a pitch of "back Murray — 
he's our man". 

"But 1 am also a student of FSU, 
Levy commented, "and 1 asked for 
support for Murray as a smdent. As 
a studau, 1 have that right to back 
any candidate I wish." 

Questioned about the suspension 
of former dorm rules governing the 



hanging of campaign posters. Levy 
said he authorized Murray to put 
up any posters where they had not 
previously been allowed. 
Murray's opponent will have equal 
poster privileges if he likes, said 
Levy. 

"Murray's opponent had the ad- 
vantage of putting up signs all over 
the scholarship houses because 
there was no such ruling there sim- 
ilar to that of the d rm. We felt It 
was not fair to penalize Murray 
simply because he is a dorm resi- 
dent. However, any candidate would 
have received the sone treatment," 
continued Lev7. 

Levy said that he publicly endorsed 
. Murray after Murray retumedfrom 



talks with Student Party leaders who 
Murray said refused him help for 
the run-<rff election. 

Letters endorsing Murray have 
been printed by Levy and signed by 
asst. counselors from Smith, Kel- 
lum HaU and Salley Hall. "They 
gave me the right to write the 
letter." be said, "and I'll be res- 
ponsible for all action. We're try- 
ing to build residence hall untty 
by doing diis," he added. 

"Although my statement of sup- 
port did come up during a floor 
meeting, which was not compulsory, 
I did tell the residents that these 
were my personal feelings," cor 
eluded L^vy.

Schull Collects 1000th Point

Gary Schull became the sixth 
player In FSU history to hit a 
career total of 1,000 points as he 
led the Seminoles past the Jackson- 
ville Dolphins 78-49, last night in 
Tully Gym. 

In addition, he came within five of 
setting a new school record for re- 
bounds in a single game as be grab- 
bed 27 off the boards. 

In the first half the Semmoles 
showed the Dolphins the full extent 
of their defensive capabilities. Cen- 
ter Schull got 14 rebounds to lead 
both teams in that department. 

Offensively the Tribe hit from just 
about every part of the court except 
the Jacksonville basket. Schull led 
the scoring with 12 points, but was 
followed closely by forward Bill 
Peacock who had nine. 

The three top scorers for the Dol- 
phins, each of whom went into the 
game with an average of 15 points 
or more, were stopped with a total 
of 10 among them during dte first 
half as the Seminoles simply out- 
defensed them. 

From the free throw line, where 
the Tribe has had some rough going 
recently, FSU hit on nine of 12 at- 
tempts for a 75 percent average. 

FSU led at the half 36-17. 

Jacksonville put two men on Schull 
during the second half in an attempt 
to keep him from reaching rhe 1 ,000 
point career mark but with 4:53 left 
In the game Schull hit on a lay-up 
to put him one point over the magic 
figure. 

During the last 10 minutes the Dol- 
phins played with four of their star- 
ters having four personal fouls each. 



With about three minutes left to 
play, a tired Schull came out of the 
game for a well-deserved rest even 
though his 27 rebounds were only 
five short of a single game record 
here at FSU.

Tomahawks fell on Alabama Saturday in Tuscaloosa as the FSU swimmers 
scalped the University of Alabama Crimson Tide 61-34 for their sixth win of the 

rapidly closing tank season. 

The Tribe tankers slashed two records in the dual meet, both pool marks, en 
route to the romp over the Tide. 

FSLTs Terry Schlickenmaier 
crashed the 100-yard backstroke 
Standard on the first leg of the med- 
ley relay with a 57.02 clocking, 
and Seeley Feldmeyer crumbled the 
100-yard freestyle mai4c in a time 
of 48.03 seconds. 

In line for SEC pool honors, tlie 
Alabamans had a hard time proving 
It as the strongerSeminole Rashers 
captured eig^t of the 11 events in 
the competition. 

In addition, only one FSU swimmer 
was entered in eadi of the last fbur 
individual events with only the 500- 
yard fireestyle contest going to the 
Tide. 

The Tribe tankers finlsfaed one- 
two in four of die first five in<Hvi- 
dual contests, after starting tlie 
meet of at a quick pace in the 
record-breaking medley relay, led 
by Schlickenmaier and trio Gene 
Coker. Bill Murphy and Gary Trim- 
ble. 

'Bama's Lavante Batizy, a highly- 
rated all-round swimmer, garnered 
the individual medley event and an- 
chored tlie 400-yard freestyle relay 
for the other two Tide wins of the 
meet. 

Randy Stewart collected a Semin- 
ole win in the three- meter diving 
by beating cut teammate Bob Cruick- 
shank with a total of 267.1 points. 
Preceding the varsity contest the 
Seminole frosh tankers thumped 
three opponents by progressive 
scores. The freshman splashers 
downed Marist School of Atlanta 
60-35, the Crimson Tide frosh 74- 
21 and Tuscaloosa High 84-10. 
The Seminole splashers now have 
one more contest on their schedule, 
a tangel with the U of F Feb. 26 
in Gainesville.

Attorney General Lief Erickson's rash action in 
withdrawii^ the recognition of the FSU Young Re- 
publicans Club has not only besmirched his otherwise 
good record of administration but has also performed 
a disservice to those trying to apply the principle 
of legality to Student Government. 

The memorandum in inMch Erickson explains his 
decision clearly points out the dubious legality of 
his action. 

Dwelling upon the fact that the Young Republicans 
have been infiltrated by "certain left wing groups" 
and that this was done "without the consent of the 
Florida Federation of Young Republicans", Erick- 
son remarks that "this office is lifting its recog- 
nition of the club' ' . 

If he looked at the constitution of the YRC he 
certainly didn't examine it too closely. If he had he 
would have seen that not only (toes this document 
fail to stipulate any sort of affiliation or connection 
with the Florida Federation of Young Republicans; 
it fails to even mention the organization at all. 

We therefore cannot help but wonder how any develop- 
ments which took place in the FSU group "without 
the consent of the Florida Federation" can have any 
bearing whatsoever on the club's status within the 
University 

It might be added here that though Erickson says 
he sent a message (through another person) to the 
president of the FSU group requesting to see him, 

this meeting never took place. 

The result was that the YRC president first be- 
came aware of the fact that the rec<^nition of his 
club was in question when he read in the "Flandjeau" 
that it had been revoked. 

Without a hearing, then, the Young Republicans 
were arbitrarily condemned by (me person who used 
as a justification what is at best an extra-legal 
principle. 

Now the club apparently has no way to exonerate 
itself, for how can an organization which is not 
even recognized, by the University go through Uni- 
versity courts. 

Even if it were allowed it would be in the unfortunate 
position of appealing an already-existing sentence of 
"guilty". 

The point here is that whether or not one approves 
of what happened in the Young Republicans, it must be 

recognized that if the club didn't (and apparently it 
didn't) violate any of the statutes or the constitution, 
it cannot be punished. 

■^Tiile the senate may wish to take action to prevent 
future infiltrations, for the present, at least. Erickson 
must reconsider his impetuous decision in order to 
vindicate his record and the integrity of Stu(tent 
Government.

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U of F Radical? Universities FaU To Teach Freedo 



"The election put an end to fears of a growing rad- 
ical movement, but it did nothing to dissuade Freedom 
Party (FP) members in their activities," read an 
AP report in the "St. Petersburg Times" yesterday 
on the defeat of the Freedom Party in the U of F stu- 
dent body elections. 

Doing the fearing, it seems, from reading his remarks 
in the story, was U of F Dean of Students Lester Hale 
who said, "What they are asking is a lifting of all 
restrictions of all the mores of our society". 

Specifically what the Freedom Party was trymg to 
lift, according to the "Times," were the university 
restrictions on student drinking, gambling, sexual 
activity or "any such private moral decision." 

The FP also asked for other sweeping changes m- 
cluding ending discrimination in fraternities, ending 
compulsory military programs and making available 
contraceptives. 

While these are broad (and possibly startling lor 
some people) requests, not one is so horrible that it 
should send a dean of students of a major university 
scurrying under a brass bed, shaking because he s 
seen the bogey man. 

mat the FP platform is apparently aiming for would 
not be classed as a fearful, wanton denial of mores 
(which is etvmologically impossible anyway), but a 
progressive "^change in contemporary mores— and in 
most cases, changes that are very much needed. 

The section of the FP platform fiealing with private 
morality is no more frightening than the US Bill of 
Rights or to put it on a more local level, the FSU New 
Party Student Bill of Rights which was so widely ap- 
plauded on this campus. 

Very possibly Hale was over-reacting to the FP s 
bearded members since, as an educator, he should 
welcome the students' concern with contemporary social 
problems and their desire to seek progressive solu- 
tions, rather than fear it. 

A university should be producing people alive to the 
problems and anachronisms of contemporary society, 
people who are critical of institutions that may have 
outgrown their usefulness or have been misused, not 
robots that mechanically accept their society without 
wondering if it needs an overhaul now and then. 

Certainly, far more dangerous than the Freedom 
Party proponents are those people who blindly accept 
the status quo and adamantly defend it simply because 
it's there.

It's All In The Game? 

The contrast between watching an away basketball 
game and just listening to it on the radio is enlightening. 
Monday night's contest was a prime example. 

FSU Head Basketball Coach Bud Kennedy invited this 
writer to make the trip to Atlanta with the team for 
the FSU-Georgia Tech game and it turned out to be 
an experience to remember. 

Georgia Tech moved into Alexander Memorial Col- 
iseum 10 years ago and since that time the Jacket 
cagers have rolled up a 108-29 record there. If Mon- 
day's game is any kind of example, the reason for the 
record is obvious. 

Never have we seen a game with so much fouling and 
roi^h play with the officials doing nothing about it. 

Georgia Tech's zone press puzzled the Seminoles 
for the entire first half, but after the intermission the 
Tribe came storming back to dominate the entire sec- 
ond half. 

In the second-half spree FSU dumped in 58 points 
that would have caught the Jackets except for some 
highly disputed foul calls. 

Poor officiating seems to be a part of college basket- 
ball and most games are not affected by it because the 
officials are at least calling the fouls consistently even 
if they are not right. 

Monday night's contest, however, was not a case in 
point. There was no telling who was going to be called 
for what fouls. Obvious fouls went unheeded as did 
numerous traveling violations, while at other times 
extremely dubious "miscues" were whistled to a halt. 

All in all the Tribe played a fine game, especially 
in the second half. If it had been pla3red with other 
officials calling the game it is quite probable the 
Seminoles would have won. Surprisingly enough, several 
Tech officials agreed. 

No matter what is said, however, the game will al- 
ways be in the record books as a 95-8? victorv- for 
Tech, and FSU's second half charge will be only a 
dusty memory to a dozen Seminole cagers renumbering, 
"we took it in the ear".

TTie bill came out of committee 
with an unfavorable recommendat- 
ion. Sen. Palmer Williams, chair- 
man of the Judicial Revision Com- 
mittee, claimed that the proposed 
revision was less clear and not as 
strong as the code wUcta is pres- 
ently In effect, 

"This bill Is unclear as far as its 
intent of curbing dishonesty goes," 
said Williams. 

Sen. Rick Fritz, who introduced 
the bill, argued that it is impos- 
sible "to legislate honor" and that 
the present honor code is not re- 
spected because "there is nothing 
to respect in It." 

Contradicting Fritz, Sen. Bill Mc- 
Carron said his experience working 
on the Student Faculty Honor Com- 
mittee has taught him that only time 
will "educate the students to the 



meaning of tlie honor code" whereas 
changes In It will only breed sus- 
picion in its worth. 

After the discussion, labeled by 
one senator as the "most worth- 
while we've had in senate in the 
whole year", the student legislators 
postponed further discussion on the 
matter until next week. 

Senate also reconsidered two bills 
vetoed earlier by Student Body 
President Jim Groot. Overriding 
the veto with a two- thirds vote, 
the solons passed a bill regarding 
the appointment of the sec. of sen- 
ate by the student body vice presi- 
dent with an amendment that the 
senate shall approve the appoint- 
ment. 

In a lener to senate, Groot ex- 
plained his nasont for the veto 
of a bill wliicb specified diat only

"In examining the effect of the 
actions taken by these two legis- 
lative bodies (Men's Senate and 
Women's Senate), I believe that 
it becomes clear that virtually all 
of their aalons either directly or 
Indirectly concern both men and 
women students . . . 

"I feel that it is evident that our 
University community is too inte- 
grated and convex to think that 
either the Men's or the Women's 
Senate deals exclusively with men 
or women. It is only fair that all 
students participate In selecting the 
officers who fill the important po- 
sition of Men's Vice President and 
Women's Vice Pzysident, " he said. 

The legislators referred the bill 
to committee for further study. 

In other action Student Senate 
passed a bill whidb stated that reg- 
istration for voting will take place 
during academic registration or at 
the polls on election day. 

A bill clarifying membership of 
the Student Entertainment Series 
was defeated by the senators upon 
the urging of Men's Vice President 
Bill Wood who termed the bill

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A Mockery Legitimate Student Dissenters Hon 



Like a mytholc^ical creature that refuses to die, the 
elections for class officers have slunk on campus again 
to plague the student body and mock reason. 

In existence only through compromise and im- 
passioned senatorial oratory ("I couldn't look the 
freshmen in the eye if we got rid of the class sen- 
ators"— Sen. Palmer Williams), the class executives 
and class senators work against all sound principles 
of efficiency and good government. 

The student body recognized this when it passed a 
referendum two years ago to abolish the class officer 
system. Unfortunately senate listened more to its own 
members than its constituents and did not get rid of 
the monster. 

Though the senate seems "unwilling to admit the 
uselessness of class officers, former class ^ecutives 
have recognized the truth of this. 

Heading this list of perspicacious young leaders is the 
Student Body President-Elect Larry Gonzalez, former 
president of the sophomore class, who has repeatedly 
pointed out that the Inter-Class Council (ICC) has but 
one function: a stepping-stone to a bigger and 
better office. 

Because of the complex nature of this University 
there is very little class feeling which would unite a 
group and justify either a president or senator re- 
presenting it. 

The ICC tacitly verifies this when it points to Home- 
coming as its biggest project every year — hardly some- 
thing that would be considered a project unique to a 
particular class or should logically be handled 
by the ICC. 

However, because student politicians seem to have 
a soft spot in their hearts for the ICC, they are more 
willing to invent jobs for it than get rid of the nuisance. 

While the ICC has mainly a nuisance value, class 
senators represent a true injustice as they deny tiie one 
man-one vote principle of representation advocated in 
this year's Student Senate reapportionment legislation. 

Since the senate is apportioned by population in all 
living areas, those livir^ areas that also produced a 
class senator would be doubly represented in senate — 
and for no sane reason. 

The notion that because two people have both accum- 
ulated 60 class hours they will have similar problems 
that require a 60-hour senator is immediately re- 
cognizable as a superficial rationalization. 

The one "hours" group that could conceivably have 
similar problems would be the 0-30 hour group-- 
freshmen. The problems they have, though, are usually 
of the social and adjustment type that can, and are, 
more effectively taken care of by dorm govemn»nt 
(where most freshmen live) or by representatives of 
that constituent's living area should he not live 
in a dorm. 

These arguments are not new to the senate and have 
even been used by some of its own members. Hopefully 
these senators will finally prevail and FSU will see the 
end of that dull old joke: class officers.

Yet we supported him for 
nine years. We now support Ky's 
government, which by his own ad- 
mission is unpopular. The US talks 
about a "choice" for the Vietnamese 
people, but the US government helped 
Diem to cancel 'he free elections 
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to be conducted in Vietnam in 1956 
as a result of the Geneva agreement. 
Most observers admit that Ho Chi 
Mlnh would have won then, and he 

would win toda\ . 

What right does the US government 
have to force the majority of the 
Vietnamese to live under a military 
puppet dictatorship?

Class Officers Really ^ot So Bw^ 



The Dean 



It would be hypocritical to say that the can^d will 
wear black and sit in ashes when Dr. Harry P. Day 
gives up his post as dean of students to take a job in 
New England but it would be just as unfair to say 
that there are none who regret his leaving. 

In his owTi way Day has earned the good feeling and 
a begrudging (if not total) respect of the student 
leaders he has had to work with and sometimes against. 

This reversal of the usual "respect-but-don't-like" 
maxim seems to come with the job, a job that requires 
a delicate sense of balance to maintain equilibrium 
while under heavy pressure from students and heavier 
pressure from State and community powerhouses. 

Too often the dean must yield to the greater pressure 
from outside the University and in doing so lose some 
of the students' respect. Maybe students are too 
idealistic, though. Maybe they don't know what it is to 
try- to develop an active, concerned campus in the 
stifling atmosphere of small town prejudices and back 
woods politics. 

In times past, deans have folded up under this 
pressure and then tried to deny its existence. In 
times past, these deans have been the puppet of 
anybody who had a little power, from the State's 
leading politicians to the president of the University, 

For all his arbitrary policies when dealing with 
big, controversial issues, Day was not this kind of 
administrator. He candidly recognized and tried to 
explain his unique position as guardian of the Univ- 
ersity's image and how this role had to affect his 
decisions. 

In internal matters Day was no puppet but an inde- 
pendent thinker who could and would support and en- 
courage student ideas, when he thought they were 
right, against those of his peers. 

For all that, though, the dean of students was still 
the great disillusioner, the one who was wise to the 
way of the world and knew when to bow to the will 
of the inan with the money. It is this characteristic, 
which Day, because of unusual circumstances, too 
often had to show, that causes a dean to be held in 
such low regard by most of the student bod\^. 

Perhaps someday there will come an administrator 
willing to completely encourage students' enquiry and 
freedom and look inside the University for his support. 
Perhaps this administrator will be the one to remind 
the State's stagnant king-makers that controversy is 
healthy for intellectual growth. 

Unfortunately there is little chance of this man 
being found in a Florida State institution. Maybe the 
dean of Tufts or Harvard would like a job in 
the South.

Bureaucracy 

Inherent in the demand for representation in govern- 
ment (including university government) is the implicit 

expectation that this representation be fair. 

Not only does the administration frequently ignore 
this precept by leaving the student majority under- 
represented on various committees, but more important, 
it consciously denies all student representative bodies 
the very basis for the claim to representation: the power 
to implement their decisions. 

How many times has the administration quieted angry 
students by referring them to "their student repres- 
entative" on this or that committee or in the senate? 

For the sake of finding out just how much good that 
would really do, let us look at the traffic committee as 
an example. 

The first obvious point is that the students are under- 
represented. 

The second point is that as usual, the Administrative 
Council reviews all its decisions anyway. 

From this second point we can see how the bureau- 
cratic structure mitigates whatever representative af- 
fect these committees and even the senate might have. 

The simple fact is that the administration has a veto 
power over anything the student legislative body might 
pass and that there is no opportunity to override this 
veto. 

Thus the entire structure stands in gross violation of 
the democratic principles which the students demand 
and have a right to expect will be implemented. 

The students should therefore insist upon a complete 
revision of this autocratic system or, if they don't 
feel up to that, should at least demand that the admin- 
istration be honest with them.

The veteran, former M. Sst. 
I>)nald Duncan. 3t years old. 
quit the Army last September 
after 10 years' service, six ol 
them in the ilite Special Forces. 
Men in the forces, which was 
favored by President Kennedv. 
wear the ereen beret as a mark 
of distmction. 

In an interview. Mr. Duncan 
discussed charges that he made 
in a magazine article, to be pub- 
Ushed Friday, that most of the 
people in South Vietnam sjfva- 
pathize with and support the 
Vietcmig. 

He said that when his outfit 
first went to Vietnam, the mcr. 
masqueraded as civilians and 
trained and armed certain eth- 
nic groups for the Central In- 
telligence Agency, in violatior 
of the Geneva 'accords. 

Inflltratora Cited 

He also charged that the Spe- 
cial Forces had trained infiltra- 
tors into Laos and N'orth Viet- 
na.n, while tJie United States 
was cnmpiaining of Communist 
infiltrati ,n into South Vietnam. 

Among many other sweeping 
alleRation.s. he a-sserted that 
Special Forces troops were 
taught torture methods and 
that they were urged, indirectly, 
to arrange for the killing of 
Vietcong pri.soners by South 
Vietnamese troops.

The Department of Defense 
after studying Mr. Dimcan's 
charges, issued the following 
statement: 

"Apparently Mr. Duncan haf 
written an article expressing hi' 
views on his military service 
We have no comment" 

The Pentagon confirmed that 
Mr. Duncan had received an 
honorable discharge and that 
he had not been disciplined 
while in uniform. There 
appeared to be nothing in his 
otiirial record to indicate cause 
for vindictive grievance. 

Qualified sources could recall 
no other in.stance in which a 
veteran of combat m Vietnam 
had .so sharply and publicly 
assailed United Sutes interven- 
tion there. 

Mr. Duncan stressed In an 
interview that he was an anti- 
Communist and a Roman CatJio- 
Uc. He said that he had been 
eager to sen-e in Special Forces 
after the abortive Hungarian 
revolt in 1956 because his step- 
father was of Hungarian origin. 

He identified his stepfather as 
Henrj- Gerber of Los Angele': 
retired director of the Chlcag i 
Symphony Orchestra. He sajd 
Mitzi Gaynor, the actress, was 
his stepsister. Mr. Duncan, a 
native of Toronto, said he was 
% naturalized citizen and that 
his late father had been a 
prominent electronic engineer 
in Toronto. 

Mr, Duncan emphasized that 
he was "not out to do a hatchet 
job on the Special Forces ' and 
expressed hiph regard for Its 
afficers and men as individuals. 

He said that he bad h^>ed 
to brief Secretary of Oetense 
Robert S. McNamara when he 
vi.'rtted Special Forces head- 
quarters in Nhatrang, South 
Vietnam, la.st summer. 

Hp al.so caUed attention to 
his work in preparing a report. 
• Project Delta." and showed a 
letter of commendation from 
Brig. Gen. WlUiam E. Di^uv, 
a.ssistant chief of .staff for op- 
erations in Vietnam. 
Mr. Duncan said he had vol- 



unteered for Project Delta, 
"wherein specially selected men 
in Special Forces were to train 
and organize small teams to be 
Inflttrated into Laos." 

In the magazine article he 
described his training in Spe- 
cial Forces as follows : 

"Initially, training was aimed 
at having United States teams 
orgsmizc guerrilla movements in 
foreign countries. Empha.sis wa.=- 
piaceu on the fact that guer- 
rillas can't take prisoners. We 
were continuously told. 'Tou 
don't have to kill them yourself 
— let your indigenous counter-

'Sartor Resartus' 

As Thomas Carlyle pointed out in "Sartor Resartus" , 
there comes a time in an institution's history when it 
must take a hard look at itself and see if it might not be 

cloaking itself in outmoded garments, if it might not 
be meeting new problems with old and meaningless 
answers. 

This time has arrived for Student Government. Jim 
Groot has tried, he says, to lead Student Government 
into new areas of involvement that require -farsighted 
leadership throughout Student Government but especially 
in Student Senate. 

Unfortunately, senate has turned a deaf ear to Groot' s 
prophetic cry so far, and has continued its self-imposed 
slavery to tradition, supporting programs simply be- 
cause they've always been here. 

Besides the re-evaluation of Student Government fin- 
ances which Groot asked for in his State of the Campus 
address Wednesday, there needs to be a solid invest- 
igation into the real need for class senators and officers, 
men's and women's vice presidents and the unnecessary 
division of senate into men's and women's groups. 

More important than these immediate problems, 
though, is the need for a complete study of what Student 
Government can do, what its function should be on 
today's campus, not on the campus of 15 years ago; and 
finally there should be a well-thought-out philosophy 
formulated of government in the University. 
Some people in SG, Groot among them, have come to 
the realization that the student oftoday isnot interested 
only in the usual socially-oriented activities of SG, but 
is vitally concerned with his total education, is an 
activist who is interested in real issues and would like 
SG to reflect on this concern for "reality". 

SG, as it is now set up (like a play-period in super- 
vised self-government), does not serve this student and 
thus is relegated to a Mickey Mouse role to occupy the 
time of former mousketeers. Senate, especially, is 
guilty of this timidity, causing itto decline in importance 
and respect as it feebly attempts to meet student needs. 

However, this situation does not have to remain with 
us. Groot has made the first small steps toward putting 
guts into SG. It is time for senate to follow his lead and 
take a long, critical look at itself — now. 
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Dissent Unity But Multiplicity 



One of the problems In regimering 

dissent on the Vietnam Issue Is that 
dissent is not a single view but In- 
stead is a multiplicity of views, often 
collected unfortunately - under one 
label. The present US involvement 
might be objected to for a number <jf 
reasons, not all of which can be 
accepted by a single Individual. 

First, some objections are raised 
Simply because life gets dull (parti- 
cularly on campuses) and being a 
member of a "radical" fringe group 
can be exciting. Second, many Indi- 
viduals have come to believe that 
Communism offers a better way of 
life than' does any other possible 
system and they wish to see a victory 
of such a Communist force In Viet- 
nam. Third, some believe in legal 
and moral principles wUch they feel 
the US Is vlolttiiig in diis case. 

Fourth, another objection can be 
that the onl> LS Interest in Vietnam 
should be its own national Interest, 
and that our involvement is not in our 
national interest, and that we will 
do ourselves more harm than good 
by' expanding the war or remaining 
there. Fifth, there is a concern about 
how such a policy has evolved, that 
somehow the policy for V ietnam has 
been made 1^ individuals too far 



from the control of the American 

people. 

There may be other reasons, but I 
think that it can already be seen that 
someone can hold the fourth or fifth 
view and yet still totaJh -c- 
the second or third. The priMe." 
which results is at least twofold. 
Outsiders have difficulty in differ- 
entiating between the variety of 
objectors, and some of those who 
might be critical on the latter two or 
three counts are afraid of being Iden- 
tified with one of the first two — as 
they often are. This whole situation 
Is complicated by the fact that some 
objectors, fearing that their basic 
view might receive no support or 
sympathy, cover their real view by 
using one of the others -- about which 



they really know or care little, 
who are concerned with dlsr- 
for the national interest, for - 
pie, may then be confused \v 
Issue- seekers. They ther 
carry the stigma of issue- 
emotionalism which hinder 
approach to the problem or 
simply withdraw from ai;\ asso 
tion with dissent whatsoever.

not subjective and legality not arbi- 
trary; that involvement will be detri- 
mental to our national interest; or 
that foreign policy can be better 
made by Congress than by the Pres- 
ident? It would be very easy to have 
a completely different point of view 
on each of these questions. Each is 
a basically different issue, some not 
even dealing with Vietnam particu- 
larly, but only becoming manifest

In the circumstances. And allofUiiS 
deals onh with deciding what the 
objections are. Deciding on solutions 
to meet the olijections, if they are 
legitimate, makes the entire prob- 
lem even more complex. 

Critical examination and criticism 
should obviously be forthcoming on 
the Vietnam involvement, but they 
will be wasted unless viewed in 
terms of the realism of world and 
American politics, unless calculated 
in terms of actual alternatives for 
US foreign policy makers, unless the 
emotionalism which characterizes 
much of student dissent (and some 
support) is prevented from totally 
eliminating the possibility of 
rational response to the opinions 
of the generation which becomes 
most directly involved in any war. 

This Is not a simple problem and 
there is no simple solution. If any- 
thing frightens me more than the 
possible escalation to World War 111 
it is the specter of an American 
public only able to see and act in 
terms of uncomplicated black and 
white — which, since such a choice 
does not exist, would mean that 
they make no dioice at all but in- 
stead are content to satisfy them- 
selves with a dream world wfaUe 
they are carried along by a stream 
of events they do not even realize 
exists.
